Marx did not 
produce this proletarian, but In 
hi* analysis of capitalist society, 
pointed out that man after being 
driven off the land was stripped 
of his means of subsistence, 
merely to satisfy the rising 
capitalist cry for more hands 
for factories springing up every¬ 
where. Hence, having no means 
of existence except the sate of 
hla labor power, he at once be¬ 
comes t propertyless man—a 
proletarian- and instead of 
Fascism raising the workers to 
the level of the so-called middle 
class, we find during this depres¬ 
sion that this so called middle 


class lx rapidly disappearing into 
the ranks of the proletariat, and 
finally to Jo in the ranks of the 
unemployed. L ^ 

Mr. Brandel claims Fascism Is 
Socialism. How can this be so, 
seeing they Intend to maintain 
the private ownership of the 
means of production. Again, they 
are adopting the tactics of the 
various reform parUps, who for 
years have been misleading the 
workers into believing that mu- 
nictpaL ownership of trams or 
gasworks, public ownership of 
railways, or state capitalism, is 
Socialism. On the contrary It la 
the policy of these reformists 
that is retarding the coming of 
Socialism. 

Socialism means the common 
ownership of the means of .pro¬ 


ducing and distributing wealth,

The third was that of protec¬ 
tion of the community by isola¬ 
tion of Infectious patients and the 
teaching, of good personal hy¬ 
giene, she continued. The fourth 
principle was that of education, 
namely of patients, professional 
workers and the public. The last 
of these five principles was that 
of rehabilitation, which consisted 
of teaching the patient to over¬ 
come the social handicap of a 
veneral infection and to continue 
a norm al life as a self-s upporting 
citizen whenever possible. 

In conclusion Mist Whitehead 
stated that during the 17 months 
in which the division of veneral!

Dr. J. A. L. Waddell. 84, 
Designed fraser River 
Bridge 35 Years Ago 

NEW YORK (API—Dr. John 
Alexander Low Waddell, 84, engi¬ 
neering authority credited with 
originating the modem vertical 
lift bridge, died In his apartment 
today after a short Illness. He 
was bom at Port Hope, Out. 

Dr. Waddell designed and con¬ 
structed more than 70 lift bridges 
in this country and abroad. 

He was decorated by the Chi¬ 
nese, Italian, Japanese and P.us- 
sian governments and in 1931 the 
American Association of Engi¬ 
neers conferred on him the 
Clausen Medal as the man wfio In 
the preceding hall century had 
done ‘‘the most to advance the 
Interests of the engineering pro 
fession In the United States." 

Dr. Waddell's best-known Cana¬ 
dian bridge is the one over the 
Fraser River at New Westmins¬ 
ter, built about 35 years ago, and 
replaced a few months ago by 
the Pattullo Bridge. He was in 
charge of the building of 19 
bridges la British Columbia for 
the Canadian Northern Pacific 
Railway In 1913.
